The third case of the season ander 
laws against cruelty to animals was 
deard in the Leduc police court by 
Magistrate Ex Williams Monday when 
a cattle buyer, P. Murphy, was fined 
$25 and costs. 

According to evidence given at the 
hearing, the accused had loaded ani- 
mals on his truck at Millet Thursday 
evening and had not cared for them 
properly between that time and the 
time of his arrest by Corporal W. E. 
Buchanan of the Alberta provincial 
police in Leduc Saturday night. The 
animals, it was alleged, had been fed 
and watered on Friday but not on 
Saturday. 

The case was the fourth of its kind 
to come to the notice of the corporal. 
Two of the other offenders were 
brbought before the court and fined 
while the other disappeared from the 
district.

ANOTHER ANGLE TO 
‘THE MUNICIPAL * 


HOSPITAL QUESTION. 


(By: Edna, Kells) 

There is one‘angle from which the 
Municipal :Hospital. question is seli 
dom consideréd as.-seriously as_ it 
should ibe—that’ of# the Neighbor 
Woman—nets ‘the ‘capitalization. In 
a new country. the Neighbor Woman is 
deserving of: even greater honor than 
that conveyed by mere capital let- 
ters, but her true worth is not always 
recognized.’ Hospitals are regarded as 
a boon to the sick and a means of 
relief to his family’ who may not be 
able to give him the proper care at 
home. It was left to a woman at Elk 
Point to draw attention to another 
phase of the hdspital question. 

The country around Elk Point has 
been settled since 1906, but as the rail- 
way only reached the town in 1928, 
it still has the atmosphere of a 
pioneer settlement. However, when 
one wanders a little beyond the out- 
skirts of the town, there comes. the 
realization that Elk Point residents 
may hold their heads high and point 
with pride to one institution which 
would be a'credit to older and wealth- 
ier districts—the new Municipal hos- 
pital opened on December 1, 1928. 


“One of the oldest things the 
pioneer women had to contend with 
was the care of the sick,” said the 
Old Timer who knew from experi- 
ence what it meant, “It is hard to 
sit up all night taking care of a sick 
neighbor, and — home in the morn- 
ns to take up the care of one’s own 
home and family.” Yet in the early 
days of the settlement, and until very 
recently, the people of the district 
had to depend almost entirely, if not 
entirely, upon the good graces of their 
neighbors, and=despite the burden 
they were carrying, the Neighbor 
Women never failed, though they felt 
the strain, and were glad when the 
doors of the new hospital were open- 
ed and they were relieved of the re- 
sponsibility. ‘here was anxiety as to 
whether they “were doing the right 
thing. Then there was the problem 
of one volunteer nurse succeeding 
another. No woman could keep on 
the job indefinitely and at the same 
time keep her home fires burning. 
Several had to lend a hand. Their 
ideas of nursing were conflicting, and 
each felt her’s "Was best—at least it 
was the one she could best put into 
effect. Then the patient had to tell 
her symptoms to a different nurse 
every day—a trial in itself, She was 
also worried telling different nurses 
where things were to be found, and 
her recovery “was frequently retarded 


as a resuit of: (4 effort involved.

would mean both to the sick person 
and the well. I have been both. Now 
women are taken to the hospital for 
their confinement and get the best of 
In 
the old days they could not take that 
rest. They could not ask the busy 
neighbors to take care of them and 
their homes for that length of time, 
and consequently within three or four 
days after the baby came, they were 
compelled to get up and do their work 
if at all possible. 


Now a woman, instead of depend- 
ing upon kind neighbors, goes to the 
hospital—and note! The hospital 
authorities insist upon ten days’ rest 
after confinement, Unless she will 
take this, she may not enter that 
haven of peace. This stipulation plays 
a double purpose. It gives the moth- 
er the needed chance to recuperate, 
and the moral support without which 
she might hesitate to lie abed so 
long. 


Fortunately in the early days of 
the Elk Point settlement, there was 
little sickness among the settlers, ex- 
cept cases of confinement, or acci- 
dent. If a doctor was needed he had 
to. be brought from St. Paul, 22 miles 
distant, or from Vermilion, 53 miles 
by trail, 36 nifles as the crow flies. 


‘But as the settlers began to flock in 


in larger numbers, there was more 
sickness, and the people began to 
realise that they must have better 
facilities for the care of the sick. 
Each year seemed to bring more crit- 
ical cases of all kinds, and women suf- 
fered intensely ‘in matérnity cases. 
Some died because of lack of care. 
Others pulled: through, but the pulling 
was hard. They pulled through be- 
cause they felt they had to on account 
of little children in the family—not 
because life at the moment seemed 
worth while.

The taxes are nothing in 
comparison to the advantages enjoy- 
ed in being sure of a $1.00 per day 
hospital fee’ One womaan who had 
gone to Edmonton for her first con- 
finement, commented upon the differ- 
ence in cost. Instead of being at the 
expense of hundreds of dollars going 
outside, women can have the same 
care and treatment at home for a 
few dollars. 


But it is those who were called 
upon to care for critical cases in the 
early days, who are most appreciacive 
of the hospital. One woman who had 
had some training and experience in 
nursing before coming to the country, 
was in constant demand. Once she 
travelled 16 miles with the thermom- 
eter registering -62 degrees below 
zero, to wait.on a Russian woman. 
Another time she was called to nurse 
a woman who had lost her baby ten 
days before. She felt when she saw 
her that the case was hopeless, but 
she insisted that the -husband send 
for a doctor. The doctor had to travel 
65 miles over bad roads, and when he 
arrived he confirmed the nurse’s con- 
viction, which proved to be true. 


Yet for all her‘skill, this’ practical 
nurse was not sorry when doctors 
came to relieve her of.the responsi-

payment. 

4. If a subscriber orders his paper 
stopped at a certain time and the pub- 
lisher continues to send it, the sub- 
scriber is bound to pay for it if he 
takes it out of the post office. This. 
follows the principle that a man must 
pay for what he uses.

MAKING PO a 
- WHEAT PAY 


The sale of frozen wheat at $1.13 
per bushel is a pretty attractive fig- 
ure. Feeding fests made at the La- 
combe, Alta., Experimental Station of 
the Department of Agriculture, shows 
that this can be done. Tests were 
made with four lots of hogs with 
varying rations of frozen wheat and 
frozen wheat fed with oat chop. A 
market value for frozen wheat ranging 
to $1.61 per bushel was shown by the 
test where oats were fed with the 
frozen wheat. The value of grain fed 
in this way depends directly on the 
price of hogs. At jcurrent market 
prices frozen wheat can be marketed 
through hogs at a price equivalent 
to a No. 3 Northern.

ORDERING FOR 
SPRING PLANTING 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

It often happens that we do not 
give much thought to our gardens or 
fruit plantations and what we are 
going to plant, or sow, until spring is 
almost or quite upon us and then, 
by the time the plants, or seeds, 
are ordered to reach us, it is really 
too late to get the best results that 
year, if ever, for in the case of some 
plants, a delay in planting may mean 
that they will not grow at all, as 
when the hot dry winds blow over 
newly set bushes it is very hard on 
them. 

Now, then, is the time to look 
ahead and to make plans for the com- 
ing’ season and get supplies ordered 
in good time, stating, when ordering, 
that the plants should reach you at a 
certain time as in the case of most 
trees and shrubs the earlier they are 
planted after the frost is out the bet- 
ter the results will be. This is based 
on long experience at the Experiment- 
al Farms. 

One should also know in good time 
what are the best varieties to plant, 
or sow, and if one has not this infor- 
mation at home, application should 
be made to the nearest Experimental 
Station for advice as to what to 
plant, as many dollars are often wast- 
ed in buying quite unsuitable, or in- 
ferior, plants and seeds which could 
be prevented to a large extent by 
using the information freely given by 


the Experimental Stations.

REDISTRIBUTION. 
BILL IS PASSED 


Edmonton, March 22.—Outside of a 
protest made by D. M. Duggan, Con- 
servative leader, concerning the ine- 
quality of representation in rural con- 
stituencies as against urban’ constitu- 
encies, the Redistribution Bill passed 
through the committee of the whole 
assembly on Friday afternoon prac- 
tically unchallenged, — 

The bill provides for one extra seat 
each at Calgary and Edmonton ‘and 
new seats in Drumheller, Clover Bar 
and Peace River, in addition to merg- 
ing the Okotoks-High River and the 
Nanton-Claresholm constituencies, 

Mr. Duggan said that under the 
present system; forty government 
members were élected to the legis- 
lature on 65,000 votes cast, while the 
fourteen opposition members ‘polled 
a total of 58,049 votes in urban dis- 
tricts. In the cities the representa- 
tion was better. Six cities had elect- 
ed a total of four Labor members, 
four Conservative, three Liberal, and 
three U.F.A, members. 

“While we intended to accept this 
report a8 a step in the right direc- 
tion it is still a long way from any- 
thing like reasonable representation,” 
Mr. Duggan said. “Rural constituen- 
cies will dominate the political life of 
this country, and of this legislature so 
long as the present system prevails, 
but the time is not far away when 
the county system of voting will be 
in vogue, and when that day arrives 
the present inequalities will disap- 
pear.” ; 

J. C. Buckley, U.F.A., Gleichen, the 
government whip, arose with fire in 
his eye. He said that he admired 
the magnanimity with which Mr. 
Duggan had stated he would not op- 
pose the bill, with the direct chal- 
lenge that the rural members did not 
represent ag many electors as did the 
urban members. He thought that if 
an injustice had been done the rural 
members were the victims, because 
the cities had each been given an- 
other seat. He believed that area as 
well as population should be taken 
into consideration. 

Without any particular discussion 
the bill was passed for third reading.

ever, reminds me of a parent who is 
unable to meet the demands of. his 
children. One boy wants a pair of 
boots, another a pair of pants, another 
some toys. The father comes along 
and says, “We have to buy bread, 
and we have to pay the rent, so we 
cannot buy you boots and we cannot 
buy you pants. You will have to go 
without.’ We would say that that 
parent was not a good provider. The 
government says that it is in the 
position of having to take care of all 
the requirements of Canada as a 
whale, that it must look after the 
natural expansion lof our industrial 
life, and at the same time pay off 
some of the country’s debt, and there- 
fore cannot assist in building high- 
ways.

I 
would suggest to the Prime Minister 
that he dip into the prosperity can 
and take out enough to,assist in build- 
ing the highways as required by the 
resolution, I would suggest also to. 
the Prime Minister that if we cannot 
pay our war debts and at the same 
time look after the natural expansion 
of Canada and attend to the interests 
of the people, then let the war debts 
go. I would rather let the war debts 
go unpaid than let the interests of 
the pecple go unattended to. If the 
Prime Minister will look at the num- 
ber of people who, pay income tax 
as compared with those who do not 
pay, he will get an idea of who is re- 
ceiving the money that we have to 
provide for war debts. He will find 
that the many are paying the few. If 
We are going to devote the entire 
revenue of Canada to the payment of 
war debts, and neglect the building of 
roads and the other undertakings 
that he has mentioned, then I say it 
is in the interests of Canada to dis- 
regard war debts and look after the 
business of the people.

minion government at the present 
time receives ‘a’ considerable revenue 
from the taxation of, cars coming into 
this country I think he will realize 
that his government is standing in the 
way. of the provincial governments 
revenue from car _ licences, 
gasoline taxes, and so forth; for he 
is aware that there are less than half 
as many cars in Camada as there are 
in the United States in proportion to 
population.. I think it is fair to as- 
sume that if cars were as cheap in 
Canada as: they are in the United 
States, as they would be if the tariff 
was abolished, our people would prob- 
ably buy them in the same ratio as 
their neighbors to the south.

being carried out in a West London 
aboratory prove successful. 

The problem of stopping unwanted 
sound vibrations has been solved, and 
the question now remaining is how to 
apply this discovery to everyday 
needs. The aim is to surround an 
area with a sort of electrical girdle 
which will absorb all “incoming” 
noise. 

Dr. James Robinson, former chief 
of the wireless research department 
ig the man who is within measurable 
reach of making life soundproof. 

Like all scientists, Dr. Robinson is 
extremely reluctant to forecast the 
end of his research. 


“I do not want to make any 
claims,” he said to an interviewer. 
“We have, however, proved the 
principle that you can isolate wire- 
less vibrations, and it is: quite pos- 
sible that the development of our 
work will provide a solution of how 
to isolate ordinary sound vibrations 
jand stop them from penetrating — 
particular place. At the moment + 
think I can see the way in which ‘ 
can be done; how sound vibrations 
can be stopped in the same way as 
wireless vibrations.” 

“Infinite possibilities are behind 
Dr. Robinson’s researches,’ said an 
expert who is in close touch with 
the experiments. We visualize a 


house or an office — indeed, any 
buildings—equipped with the  spec- 
fal electrical apparatus which will 


absorb all noises from without. 

“At the turn of a dial — like the 
tuning dial of a wireless set—that 
building will be isolated. There will 
be complete and absolute calm. The 
principle can be applied, we think to 


moving vehicles such as trains and 
motor cars so that passengers may 
travel in silence. 


“Individual rooms in a house 
might then be sound-isolated from 
the rest of the house. I can fore- 
see an author working in comfort 
and silence in his study . while in 
the drawing room adjoining his 
daughters are dancing to a grama- 
phone. Life will become easier and 
more ‘bearable in every way if this 
modification’ of Dr, Robinson’s in- 
vention can be made a success.” 


‘Life—like wood golf is made 
up of many little. things each 
one of which helps the ‘score.

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NEW FREEZING - 
PROCESS USED 


Ottawa, March 24 (Special to The 
Times).—The rapid development. of 
the quick freezing process of preserv- 
ing fresh cut “meats to be sold in 
packaged form is said to be one of 
the most revolutionary developments 
in flood gmerchandising since the ad- 
vent of canned foods. 

The new system calls for butcher- 
ing the carcass promptly into individ- 
ual cuts, which are frozen solid in 
air tight wrappers and chilled to 50 
degrees below zero. It is claimed 
that the quick freezing process brings 
the meat to the consumer with the 
weight, flavor, texture and appearance 
unchanged. 

The present cost is about 2.45 cents 
per pound which is expected to be re- 
duced under large scale production. 
Savings will be realized in the elim- 
ination of waste. Transportation sav- 
ings are expected, since the space 
taken up by packaged meats is less.
